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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-8, 21-25, and 31-34 are currently pending in the instant 
application. Applicants amended claims 1, 3 and 21 and added new claims 33 and 34 in 
an amendment filed on May 14, 2007. 

I. Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, filed May 14, 2007 with respect to the objection of claims 
1-8, 21-25, 31 and 32 as containing non-elected subject matter and the objection to the 
abstract for exceeding the 150 word limit have been fully considered and are partially 
persuasive. The objection to the abstract has been withdrawn. However, the objection 
to the claims as containing non-elected subject matter is maintained. Applicants have 
amended the claims wherein R 2 represents Ci. 8 alkyl or phenyl and R 1 is as defined in 
claim 1 . Applicants did not elect this invention. Applicants' elected invention is drawn to 
a process for the preparation of a compound of formula I wherein R 1 represents Ci_ 8 or 
phenyl and R 2 is as defined in claim 1. The Examiner only searched Applicants' elected 
invention. It is suggested that Applicant amend the claims to read on the elected 
invention.
